| joyment of health: © But they, too, are sub- 
ject to pain and disease like others, and need 


} our sympathy, and at times they have it, but 


are they not too much overlooked? ‘There 
is S., for instance, the mother of five chil- 
dren. _ Her husband is a mechanic, and re- 
spected by ‘his neighbors, but his income 
is nut sufficient, with strict economy, to ad- 
mit of keeping a servant, We will just glance 
at one. day: in. her. experience. . ‘The hus- 
band ha’ arisen in ‘the ‘morning, and 
says, “ Come, Mar want my breakfast : 
l-niust be at the shop by such a time, you 
know.” Mrs. S. leaves her bedweary, hav- 
ing Searcely slept an hour ata time through 
‘the vight, on account-of ‘the children. She 
steps quietly out of the room for fear of dis- 
turbing the baby, and she sets herself about 
preparing the breakfast. Directly, she bears 
the little one, for Kate has been hugging her 
little brother till she has made him cry, and 
he is not to be coaxed to lie any longer, but 
up he must get, and the mother must have 
him in her arins, The meal is on the table 
at last, and Mr. S. eats,-and, after a few 
words to the children, who by this time are 
up; he is away to the shop. The others are 
to be dressed, after which Mrs. S, calls them 
round the table, and waits upon them as well 
as she can, with her baby in. her arms, and 
some of us can imagine how little she would 
eat hersef under such circumstances. Time 
passes, and the older ones must go'to school. 
They are washed, and brushed, but just at 
this moment Willie happens to think that the 
teachersaid that he must have a new book, 
and Sarah has broken her slate, ard little 
Jane wants a pencil to mark with. The 
mother with a promise to each, sees them 
start for school. She now scarcely knows 
what to do first; the house must be put in 
order, and the dinner made ready. The bus- 
band comes home. at the usual hour, and 
when.seated at the tatle, the: promise made 
to the children, in the morning, is mentioned.

Johnson was (we learn from those in whosé 
knowledge of his early history we place eve- 
ry confidence,) an inmate of the alms house 
of Wake county, North Cardlina, where 
‘he remained until his eighth year, when he 
was apprenticed to a tailor in Raleigh. His 
master, if Ke failed to have him taught even 
the rudiments of an English education, at 
least trained him up to love the truth, work 
hard, and be straightforward in his dealings 
with every one. When his apprenticeship 
was up, Mr. Johnson married a woman after 
his own heart, who knew frdni books to be 
able to aid him in mastering the arts of read- 
ing and writing. 

On marrying, just after he came of age, 
he emigrated to Eastern Tennessee, trudg- 
ing barefodted, it is said, with his faithful 
help-mate by his side, and his pack on his 
back. Assiduous labor at the tailor’s trade 
was his portion in that region ; and by dint 
of hard study during his leisure moments, he 
had come to be actually a man.of consider- 
able general information., Being a good 
talker on the stump, he. was sent consecu- 
tively for a tebm or two -to ‘both: branches of 
the Legislature. . From therce he was trans~ 
ferred to the House of Representatives of the 
United States; where he served six years. 
As a member of Congress, he -had been dis- 
tinguished tor the integrity of all he did. 
Whatever may bé thought of Views, such as 
he at times takes of public. affairs, all do him 
the justice to beliéve that a more upright 
legislator-was never io the Congress. of the 
United States. 

Mr.Johnson is not more » than forty-seven 
years -of age, .at.this time, haying - seer as 
much public service as‘altnost any-othér man 
of his-age,-notwithstanding the trials and 
drawbacks by which his early years were 
‘surrounded.

Beds, should lose no time in getting the grounds 
ready. Plants will bear removal from Septem~ 
ber to March. Properly taken up,_they are | 
very tenacious of life, and bear trarsplanting | 
well. The ground designed for the bed should | 
be plowed or spaded as deep as tools can well 
make it. No tree or plant should be near. 
The lowest part of the garden, the bank of some 
little ‘stream of water are proper localities :

The Yellow Fever. 

On Wednesday in New-Orleans there were 
29 interments, including 14 from yellow fever. 
In Mobile fur the twenty-four hours ending at 
six o’elock on Tuesday evening, there were 14 
interments—of yellow fever eight, of other dis- 
eases six. 

The telegraph informs us that advices had 
been received at: Boston from Bermuda tv. the 
13th instant;-stating that the yellow fever was 
prevailing-at St, Georges, and that out of two 
hundred: convicts, fifty. had-died and one hun- 
dredand twenty-five were sick.
